Prosecution History Summary 

Claims 8, 10-12, and 15 have been canceled. 

Claims 1-6, 9, 13-14, and 16-20 are pending and allowed. 

Examiner's Amendment

The title has been amended to read as follows: 

— Methods, system, and computer readable medium for user data entry, at a terminal, for 
communication to a remote destination— 
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In the Claims 

16. (Currently Amended) A computer readable recording medium physically encoded with a 
computer program comprising: 

a) computer code for displaying at least one data entry field on a terminal to a user 
where the terminal is configured to communicate with a remote destination; 

b) computer code for processing a selection of the at least one data entry field by the user; 

d) c) computer code for automatically displaying a user selectable icon in proximity to 
the at least one data entry field in response to user selection of the data entry field; 

e) d) computer code for processing a selection of the user selectable icon by the user; 

f) e) computer code for calling a security routine of an electronic wallet application in 
response to the selection of the user selectable icon; and 

g) 0 computer code for providing, to the user, access to the an electronic wallet 
application, for the transfer of data into the data entry field in response to successful 
completion of the security routine. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner agrees with Applicant's remarks filed 6/16/2008. Claims 1-6, 9, 13-14, and 
16-20 are allowed. 

Examiner Comment 

Regarding the Examiner's Amendment to claim 16 above, the Examiner notes that the 
noted changes to claim 16 are not intended to change the scope of the body of the claim; rather, 
the amendments are made in an effort to remedy a deficiency under 35 USC 101. More 
specifically, Applicant's specification provides that a recording medium include a "carrier", 
which non-statutory subject matter under 35 USC 101. Newly amended claim 16 recites in the 
positive that the medium is indeed a physical medium and thereby constitutes statutory subject 
matter.

The prior art below is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure but fails to remedy 
any noted deficiencies.

• PTO 892 reference U teaches "virtual cards" - a technology that shares common 

characteristics to the digital wallet. The virtual cards are offered as downloadable icons 
that reside on host servers rather than cluttering up consumer hard drives.
